Food and Tobacco.—The index for cereals, which had 
shown an aggregate decline of nearly 6 per cent. in the 
four months January-April, rose by 2} per cent. in May ; 
both movements were mainly due to changes in the prices 
of barley, for which the rises in May were 10 per cent. for the 
Gazette average and 6} per cent. for malting barley. The 
decrease of 1} per cent. shown by the meat, fish and eggs 
group was due to the lower prices for chicken—the Control 
Order of 5 May reducing the price by 21 per cent.—and for 
wet fish (54 per cent. decrease). In the other food group 
potatoes were about 4} per cent. dearer, while the contract 
price of milk fell by 11 per cent., or rather less than the 
usual seasonal reduction. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures—The largest 
group movement, an increase of about 2} per cent., was in 
respect of “other textiles”; the rises for manila hemp 
and raw silk were both about 8} per cent., for jute 34 per 
cent. and for linen yarn (cambric warps) 2 per cent. The 
increases of about 4 per cent. shown by the cotton and wool 
group were due to rises for cotton cloths (1 to 2 per cent.) 
and wool yarns (4 to 3} per cent.). Lancashire house coal 
prices were advanced by 10d. per ton (23 per cent.) on 
15 May, but there were no movements of importance in 
the iron and steel or non-ferrous metals group. Among 
chemicals and oils there was an increase of 12 per cent. in 
the price of iron sulphate and a decrease of 5 per cent. for 
carbolic acid, but these items are of relatively small import- 
ance in the group. Imported hides were about 6} per cent. 
dearer and there was a rise of 3 per cent. for goatskins, 
while the monthly average price of rubber was about 24 per 
cent. lower.

REPLACEMENT OF WOVEN WOOL GOODS 
DESTROYED BY ENEMY ACTION 


In the explanatory notes to the General Licence (see the 


“Board of Trade Journal” of 8 May 1941, page 310) 
regarding the replacement outside quota of woven wool 
goods damaged by enemy action, it was stated that wool 
goods damaged before 15 March 1941 could not be replaced 
under the Licence. Special Licences have been issued on 
application in certain cases permitting the replacement of 
goods destroyed before that date. 

In order to facilitate the replacement of such goods the 
Board of Trade are now prepared to accept Declarations in 
the form prescribed in the Licence in respect of woven wool 
goods damaged by enemy action at any time since 1 Decem- 
ber 1940. In consequence of this extension of the applica- 
tion of the General Licence the Board will not be prepared 
to entertain further applications for specific Licences for 
the replacement of goods of this kind. 

The authority given by the Licence to registered persons 
to replace these goods outside their quota does not mean 
that the Wool Control will necessarily be able to release 
wool for the same purpose.

PROGRAMMES 

The Minister of Supply has issued Direction No. 1 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 796, price 1d.) under the Control of 
Paper (No. 52) Order, 1941 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24 April 1941, page 276), granting temporary 
concessions in regard to the permitted size of programmes. 
The Direction fixes a maximum size of 100 sq. in. instead 
of 80 sq. in. for programmes printed on paper acquired 
for the purpose before April 21 1941, and also permits 
programmes to be of any aggregate area if all the excess 
area over 80 sq. in. consists of matter printed before that 
date. The Direction will remain in force until 30 September, 
1941.

RATIONED CLOTHING 


SUPPLY OF CLOTHING TO MEMBERS OF 
H.M. FORCES 

The following arrangements have been made to permit 
members of the Forces to obtain their essential personal 
requirements of rationed clothing and footwear during the 
period until final arrangements have been made to provide 
them with supplies of clothing coupons :— 

Officers and Cadets of the Navy, Army and Air Force (including 
the W.R.N.S., A.T.S. and W.A.A.F.) and of the Allied Forces 
and also of the naval, military and air force nursing services, 
may obtain supplies of rationed goods by signing a statement 
on the back of the trader’s bill that the articles mentioned 
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represent their essential personal requirements. The rank and 
regiment or unit, etc., should be indicated. Newly commissioned 
officers should show the shopkeeper their calling-up papers as 
proof of identity. 

Warrant officers, non-commissioned officers, ratings and other 
ranks of all the services mentioned may obtain similar facilities 
provided that a document is attached to the bill signed by their 
Commanding Officer and testifying that the goods represent 
essential personal requirements of types not supplied to them by 
the authorities. 

These arrangements cover not only supplies of uniform, but 
all footwear, underwear, civilian clothing and other rationed 
goods required for the personal use of the purchaser. 


SEAMEN’S CLOTHES 

The Board of Trade have made special arrangements for 
the supply without coupons of clothing to officers and men 
of the Merchant Navy and fishermen who are in need of 
this clothing for service at sea or who have been ship- 
wrecked. 

Particulars of these arrangements can be obtained at 
Mercantile Marine offices, but retailers should note that for 
the present they may sell clothes and footwear without the 
surrender of coupons against certificates.issued by Super- 
intendents of Mercantile Marine offices. 

CLOTHING FOR MEMBERS 
ORGANISATIONS 

The following arrangements have been made to permit 
members of the above organisations to obtain their essential 
personal requirements of rationed uniform clothing and 
footwear without coupons during the period until final 
arrangements have been made to provide them with 
supplies of clothing coupons : 


OF WAR 


Officers and members of the British Red Cross Society, of the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade, and Officers of the War Organisa- 
tion of the B.R.C.S. and Order of St. John, may obtain supplies 
of rationed goods by signing a statement on the back of the 
trader’s bill that the articles mentioned represent their essential 
personal uniform requirements. ‘Trained Nurses of the War 
Organisation B.R.C.S. and Order of St. John may obtain similar 
facilities. The rank of the officer or member and the county and 
number of detachment should be shown in the case of the 
B.R.C.S., and in the case of the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
the rank of the officer or member and the county and name of 
the division must be given. Trained nurses of the War Organisa- 
tion must intimate their membership of that body. 

Non-commissioned officers and men of the War Organisation 
will continue to obtain supplies of uniform from the Uniform 
Department of the War Organisation. 

The officers of the Women’s Transport Service (F.A.N.Y.) 
Corps Units may obtain supplies of rationed goods by signing a 
statement on the back of the trader’s bill that the articles 
mentioned represent their essential personal uniform require- 
ments. The rank and unit should be indicated. Non-com- 
missioned officers and other ranks may obtain similar facilities 
provided that a document is attached to the bill, signed by the 
Officer in Charge, Women’s Transport Service (.A.N.Y.) Head- 
quarters, testifying that the goods represent essential personal 
uniform requirements. 


CLOTHING FOR CERTAIN CATEGORIES OF 
CIVILIAN PERSONNEL EMPLOYED WITH 
H.M. FORCES 

Until military clothing coupons are issued, retailers are 
authorised to supply civilian personnel paid by and attached 
to Army establishments or units, and who are supplied 
with rationed foodstuffs by the Army authorities and 
thus have no civilian ration cards, with their essential 
personal requirements of clothing, provided these are de- 
tailed on a document signed by the Commanding Officer 
of the unit concerned and bearing its office stamp. The 
document will be surrendered to the retailer at the time of 
purchase. 


FACILITIES FOR AMBULANCE DRIVERS 

Pending the conclusion, of definitive arrangements, 
drivers of the British Volunteer Ambulance Corps may 
obtain supplies of rationed goods by signing a statement on 
a copy of the trader’s bill that the articles mentioned repre- 
sent their essential personal uniform requirements. This 
signed bill will serve the trader in lieu of the equivalent 
number of coupons.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR HOSPITALS 


As a result of representations made by the British 
Hospitals Association, and pending the conclusion also of 
definitive arrangements, supplies of rationed goods to 
voluntary hospitals and other hospitals not covered by 
existing arrangements, may be made by traders without 
coupons against a receipt of the same type as that provided 
in the case of supplies to Local Authorities. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 
(MISCELLANEOUS) (No. II) ORDER 194I* 
FOOTWEAR WHOLESALERS 
Under the above Order manufacturers and mercantile 
agents supplying footwear are required to apply for regis- 
tration. At the request of the trade the Board are issuing 
an amending Order—the Limitation of Supplies (Miscel- 
laneous) (No. 12) Order, 1941 (8S. R. & O. 1941 No, 819, 
price 1d.)—which extends this requirement to footwear 
wholesalers. ‘The last date for application has been post- 
poned until 22 June. The wholesalers are merchants who 
carry on the business of supplying footwear other than of 

their own manufacture to retailers.

AMENDMENT OF CENTRAL COAL MINES 
SCHEME 


The Secretary for Mines announces that the Board of 
Trade has made the Central (Coal Mines) Scheme (Amend- 
ment) Order, 1941 (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 780, price 1d.). 
The Order, which was laid in draft before Parliament and 
approved by affirmative Resolution of both Houses in accord- 
ance with the procedure prescribed by Section 2 (4) of the 
Coal Mines Act, 1930, permits of the amendment of the 
Central Scheme under the Act so as to embody in it the 
proposals of the Central Council of Colliery Owners. These 
proposals were the subject of the recent White Paper 
entitled “The Coal Mines Guaranteed Wage Levy” 
(Cmd. 6278). 

The Order became operative on 30 May 1941 and the 
Central Council have submitted for approval their sugges- 
tions as to the precise amendments required by the Central 
Scheme.

BRITISH INDIA 


MERCHANDISE MARKS LEGISLATION 


The ‘* Gazette of India’ of 15 March contains the text 
of an Act “‘ further to amend the law relating to fraudulent 
marks on merchandise ’’ (the Indian Merchandise Marks 
(Amendment) Act, 1941). The principal changes made by 
this measure, which has been under discussion since 1937, 
are (1) the withdrawal of the privilege enjoyed by United 
Kingdom manufacturers under Section 18 (e) of the Sea 
Customs Act of 1878. This section now reads as follows :— 

No goods specified in the following clauses shall be 
brought, whether by land or sea, into British India :— 

(e) Goods made or produced beyond the limits of {the 
United Kingdom,] British India [and British Burma], and 
having applied thereto any name or trade mark being, or 
purporting to be, the name or trade mark of any person 
who is a manufacturer, dealer or trader [in the United 
Kingdom or] in British India [or in British Burma], unless 

(i) the name or trade mark is, as to every application 
thereof, accompanied by a definite indication of the 
goods having been made or produced in a place 
beyond the limits of [the United Kingdom,] British 
India [and British Burma], and 

(ii) the country in which that place is situated is in that 
indication indicated in letters as large and con- 
spicuous as any letter in the name or trade mark, 
and in [the same language and character as the name 
or trade mark] the English language. 

The words in dalies are new, those in square brackets [ ] 
represent deletions. 

(2) Imported piece-goods must be marked on each piece 
with the name of the manufacturer, exporter or wholesale 
purchaser in India. Provision is also made for the marking 
of cotton yarn imported in bundles and of cotton sewing or 
darning thread. 

(3) Power is given to the Government to require specified 
classes of goods to bear an indication of origin. 

A copy of the Act, which is to come into force on such 
date as the Central Government may by notification in the 
* Official Gazette’ prescribe, may be seen at the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, Millbank, London, S.W.1. 


ARGENTINE EXCHANGE CONTROL 


Information has been received in London that, by a 
Decree issued on 6 June, the Argentine Government have 
abolished the prior exchange permit system for 80 per cent. 
of imported goods as from 1 July. Goods payable in 
blocked currencies, imports from neighbouring countries, 
goods paid for through the auction markets and essential 
imports from free currency areas are included. 

Restrictions continue for the remaining 20 per cent. of 
imported goods but with a simplified procedure under the 
control of the Argentine Central Bank. As a consequence 
the Exchange Control Office will be suppressed from that 
date. No information is yet available about the classes of 
goods subject to the modified procedure. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
DOORS 


A War Emergency Revision of the above Specification 
has just been issued by the British Standards Institution. 
This publication is of considerable interest as it is the first 
of a series of War Emergency British Standards for building 
materials that has been prepared under the new arrange- 
ments made with Mr. Tait, the Director of Standardisation 
of the Ministry of Works and Buildings. 


Mr. Tait has appointed a Committee of representatives of the 
various Government Departments to assist him, and the building 
requirements of the various Government Departments are being 
co-ordinated so that they all work to a common standard. 

Mr. Tait is working in close collaboration with the B.S.I. in 
this work of co-ordination and the relevant sections of the 
industry are being fully consulted. 

The Standards are being issued as War Emergency Standards 
by the B.S.I. so that they can be made readily available to all 
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concerned and the issue of all national standards centralised in 
the national standardising organisation. 

The following extract from the Foreword is of interest as 
indicating the scope and object of the work :— 


“This Specification is issued for the use of all technical 
officers of Government Departments and their agencies, 
local authorities and independent Architects and Engineers, 
advising Government Departments as well as Building 
Contractors, Builders, Merchants and Manufacturers of 
doors. Unless there is any reason to the contrary the 
Specification is accepted and will be followed by all Depart- 
ments concerned. 

‘* Suitable alternatives from merchants’ or manufacturers’ 
existing stocks will be accepted, but manufacturers are 
invited in their own interests and in the national interest 
to cease production of doors not listed in this Specification. 

“* This Specification may be subject to revision from time 
to time in the light of changes in the availability of raw 
materials and manufacturing capacity. The issue of 
revisions when authorised will be notified to Government 
Departments and to trade and technical press.” 


The revised Specification reduces the number of door sizes and 
provides for doors of the following types :— 
(a) Ledged and Braced. 
(6) Framed, Ledged and Braced. 
(c) Panelled Doors. 
(d) Flush Doors.

ELECTRIC TRACTION MACHINES 

There has been a Standard Specification for traction motors 
for many years, but not for the various other rotating electrical 
machines forming part of the equipment of electrically-propelled 
rail and road vehicles. These machines are now, however, 
included in a new B.S. Specification recently issued which also 
contains a revision of the Specification for traction motors. This 
comprehensive new Specification covers the classification, rating 
and methods of test for A.C. and D.C. traction motors, main 
motor-generator motors, main generators, auxiliary motors, 
auxiliary generators and dynamotors, phase converters and D.C. 
converters, all of which types of machines are defined in terms 
of their functions. Appendices to the Specification deal with 
the standard methods of determining efficiency, and the losses 
in the driving mechanisms. 

It is understood that in the drafting of this Specification 
there has been close collaboration with the International Electro- 
technical Commission.

HIGH-TENSION BATTERIES FOR HEARING AIDS 

It was recently announced by the Board of ‘Trade that arrange- 
ments had been completed for the manufacture of an adequate 
supply of high-tension batteries to meet the needs of deaf 
persons who use hearing aids. A standard range of batteries to 
be manufactured in wartime has been drawn up and embodied 
in a Specification to be issued by the British Standards Institution 
(B.S. 966). It is pointed out in this Specification that high- 
tension batteries for hearing aids must be as small in size and as 
light in weight as possible, and in peace time these requirements 
were met by making up the batteries from very small unit cells. 
At the present time there are heavy demands for these midget 
cells for batteries for other purposes, and it has become necessary 
to standardise a range of batteries for hearing aids made up 
from cells which, as far as can be seen at present, will be available 
in sufficient quantity to enable hearing aids to continue to be 
serviced with the minimum of inconvenience to all concerned. 

There are eleven batteries in the standard range, and these 
should prove adequate to cover the requirements of all existing 
makes of hearing aids which employ H.T. batteries, although 
it may be found that some instruments will need minor modifica- 
tion in order to accommodate them. Such modification applies 
to the battery casing only, and no modification to the mechanism 
of any instrument is called for.

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ImMPorRTs AND EXpPports 


Compared with January, 1940, the value of imports of food, 
drink and tobacco decreased by Rs. 1,627,837 to Rs. 11,542,820, 
and raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured dropped 
by Rs. 393,425 to Rs. 3,480,427, and articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured fell by Rs. 2,879,211 to Rs. 6,325,556, and animals 
not for food declined by Rs. 1,658 to Rs. 24,000. 

The principal increases in imports were under coal, raw cotton 
and cotton waste, seeds and nuts for oil, fats, resins and greases ; 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereof and apparel. The 
chief declines were under grain and flour, miscellaneous raw 
materials, machinery, vehicles and miscellaneous manufactured 
articles. 

As regards exports, compared with January, 1940, food, drink 
and tobacco rose by Rs. 110,535 to Rs. 18,121,600, and raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured increased by 
Rs. 1,649,649 to Rs. 14,036,293. Articles mainly manufactured 
fell by Rs. 43,328 to Rs. 78,073. There were no exports of animals 
not for food. 

In exports, the chief increases were recorded under other 
food and drink, non-metalliferous mining and quarry products, 
seeds and nuts for oil and rubber, and the chief decline occurred 
under other textile materials. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN FEBRUARY 


According to the Economic and Statistical Bulletin of Southern 
Rhodesia, issued by the Department of Statistics, Salisbury, 
imports and exports in February last were valued at £716,813 
and £830,784 as compared with £677,541 and £922,689 respec- 
tively in February, 1940. The totals for the first two months of 
the current year were: imports, £1,394,898, and exports, 
£1,699,873 as against £1,446,889 and £1,805,263 respectively a 
year earlier. The value of the principal trading classes in

Madras, 24 May. There has been moderate rain. Paddy and 
dry-crop operations are going on. Crops are in fair condition. 

Central Provinces, 24 May. The weather has been sultry and 
cloudy with light showers. The sowing of paddy has begun. 

Bihar, 26 May. Light rain has fallen. The threshing of rabi 
is going on. . 

Orissa, 26 May. Rain has fallen in Cuttack, Sambalpur, 
Balasore and Puri. The sowing of paddy is going on. Sugar- 
cane and gingelly crops are thriving. 

Punjab, 26 May. Light rain has been general except in 
Hissar and Amritsar. Crops are average to above average in 
irrigated and under average to average in unirrigated areas. 

Sind, 31 May. There has been no rain. The sowing of cotton 
is progressing. 

Assam, 2 June. The weather has been seasonable and crop 
prospects are fair except in flooded areas. 

Bengal, 28 May. Rainfall has been light except for heavy 
showers in places. The sowing of autumn crops is progressing. 
More rain is needed in West and North Bengal. Prospects are 
fair except in places in East Bengal, where crops have been 
damaged by flood.—T'rade Commissioner for India in London. 


FOREIGN 
CHILE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1940 


Preliminary returns of Chile’s foreign trade in 1940 show that 
the value of imports during 1940 was 507,100,000 pesos as 
compared with 410,700,000 pesos in 1939, while exports totalled 
696,700,000 pesos and 671,400,000 pesos respectively. The 
recorded, but not effective, balance of trade in Chile’s favour 
was, therefore, 189,600,000 pesos as against 260,700,000 pesos 
in 1939. 

The value of imports from Europe in 1940 fell to 76,800,000 
pesos from 263,900,000 pesos in the previous year, while imports 
from North America rose to 244,800,000 pesos from 130,300,000 
pesos, and those from other Latin American countries increased 
to 104,100,000 pesos from 69,600,000 pesos. 

Exports to Europe declined to 76,200,000 pesos from 
263,900,000 pesos, but shipments to North America rose to 
406,200,000 pesos from 204,800,000 pesos, and exports to other 
Latin American countries were also higher at 41,400,000 pesos 
as compared with 30,800,000 pesos. It should be noted, however, 
that the export figures exclude nitrate and iodine shipments, 
valued at 141 million pesos in 1940 and 150 million pesos in 
1939 ; practically all exports of these products were to the 
United States.

MEXICO 


PURE FOOD REGULATIONS 

H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Decree, published in the Mexican “ Diario Oficial” of 
5 March 1941, under the terms of which all manufactured 
foodstuffs, beverages and similar products supplied to the public 
in closed containers or packages must be registered in the 
Department of Public Health. Every food product for which a 
therapeutic application is specified must, in addition, be registered 
as a medicinal product. In the case of imported foreign products, 
a certificate that the sale thereof is permitted in the country of 
origin, issued by the proper authorities, or a Chamber of Com- 
merce and visaed by the Mexican Consul, must accompany the 
application for registration. 

Special requirements for the registration of alcoholic beverages, 
such as cider, beer, whisky and gin, for dried, powdered and 
condensed milk and tea have also been prescribed. 

The Decree became effective thirty days after its publication 
in the “ Diario Oficial,” but in order that foodstuffs, beverages, 
etc., referred to may be adapted to the new requirements, an 
unextendible period of six months, reckoned from the date the 
Decree came into force, will be granted.

VENEZUELA 
IMPORT AND EXCHANGE CONTROL 
With reference to the notice under the above heading in the

period of validity of licences granted by the Import Control 
Commission for the importation of authorised goods has been 
extended from 120 days to 180 days in the case of belligerent

PRISONER OF WAR CORRESPONDENCE : 
EXTENDED USE OF AIR SERVICES 

The Postmaster-General announces that agreement has now 
been reached with the German authorities, through the good 
offices of the United States Government, for the reciprocal use of 
the air services between Lisbon and Germany and between 
Lisbon and the United Kingdom for the conveyance of corre- 
spondence to and from prisoners of war and interned civilians. 


Under the new arrangements letters and postcards posted in the 
United Kingdom for British prisoners of war and interned civilians 
in German hands and prepaid for transmission by air (5d. for letters 
and 23d. for postcards) will be conveyed from Lisbon to Germany by 
air as well as from this country to Lisbon; letters and postcards 
which are not prepaid for air transmission will also normally be 
conveyed from Lisbon to Germany by air. In the reverse direction, 
all letters and postcards from British prisoners in German hands 
will be conveyed from Germany to the United Kingdom throughout 
by air without charge. 

In return, letters to and from German prisoners in the United 
Kingdom will be accorded air transmission between Lisbon and this 
country. 

It is hoped that further improvement of the prisoner of war service 
beyond that recently achieved will soon result from the new arrange- 
ments. The possibility of establishing similar arrangements for 
British prisoners of war in Italian hands is being considered ; mean- 
while letters to and from these prisoners are conveyed by air between 
Lisbon and the United Kingdom, subject in the outward direction to 
payment of the air mail fee.

AIRCRAFT SPECIFICATIONS 
LINEN Fapric AND TAPE 


An important revision slip has just been issued to the 
above British standard which allows the use of Irish flax 
in the manufacture of linen fabric and tape. 

The necessary modifications to the requirements for the 
counts of yarn, the weave and weight are given in a slip 
which is issued as document CF(AC) 7443. Copies of the 
revision slip to B.S. 6 F.1 may be obtained gratis by sending 
a stamped addressed envelope to the British Standards 
Institution, 28, Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1. 


ALUMINIUM ALLoy TuBES (DURALUMIN) 


A revision of the above Standard for aluminium alloy 
tubes has recently been published. 


The essential feature of the revision is the amplification of the 
clauses on mechanical testing and of the table of tube sizes to 
include details of the physical properties. The proof bending 
test is specified for circular tubes over } inch diameter. 

Notes on the table have been included indicating the basis 
for calculating the tolerances and other dimensions.

GLASS 


The preparation of a British standard for glass and 
glazing, including definitions and terminology of work on 
glass (B.S. 952), which has recently been issued by the 
British Standards Institution, was prepared at the request 
of the glass manufacturers themselves. 

The first section dealing with the definitions is divided into 
five sections, namely transparent glasses, translucent glasses, 
opal glasses, other forms of glass such as wired glass, prismatic 
glass and lead glass, and miscellaneous glasses such as neutral 
tinted glass thermolux, non-actinic, etc. 

Part 2, covering terminology of work on glass gives a descrip- 
tion of typical methods of working, together with diagrams, 
namely cutting processes, obscuring processes, decorative use of 
obscuring processes, silvering, gilding, staining, painting and 
firing, and bending.

LAC 


The British standard specification for Lac (B.S. 954 
1941), just issued by the British Standards Institution, 
covers the form and condition of the lac, sampling, colour, 
iodine value, lead and arsenic content, freedom from 
foreign matter, ash, insolubility in hot alcohol and sodium 
carbonate solution as well as certain special clauses dealing 
with flow test, acid value, polymerisation, volatile matter, 
lac film, ete. The method of test for each of these properties 
is given in the appendices. 


The existence of many varieties of lac and of their multiplicity 
of uses has influenced the form of the specification, which is 
concerned solely with “ whole” natural lac. ‘“‘ Whole” natural 
lac in this Specification means all lac material, whatever its 
physical form (apart from debris of the lac insect and other 
adventitious matter) preserved throughout the processing 
operations to which the material may have been subjected. 

The special requirements of different users of lac have been 
met by detailing first those clauses which apply generally irre- 
spective of use, followed by clauses which have a specific applica- 
tion as, for example, to electrical use. These matters are clearly 
set out at the beginning of the specification in what is entitled 
“Important Note,” to which particular attention is drawn. 

Later specifications for special types of lac such as “ de-waxed ”” 
or “ bleached’ may be prepared, but the Committee does not 
envisage such a development at the present time.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


SHorRtT-TerM CREDITS 


The Department's Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor's estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
‘“ All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to derivation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 

Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
